WP S RICH NOTES PROXMIRE ARGUED THAT IT IS GROSS

4. NYT'S SCHANBERG, AT PP, NOTES HUGE TOLL THAT WAR HAS 
EXACTED ON CAMBODIA. BY LOWEST ESTIMATES, MORE THAN 
300 PEOPLE ARE KILLED AND WOUNDED, ON THE AVERAGE, 
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EVERY DAY OF WAR. SINCE START OF WAR FOUR YEARS AGO, 

AT LEAST 33,000 GOVT SOLDIERS HAVE BEEN KILLED AND AT 
LEAST 42,000 ON OTHER SIDE; WOUNDED ON BOTH SIDES 
TOTAL AT LEAST 225,000; AT LEAST 300,000 CIVILIANS

IS NO WAR. GOVTS STRUGGLE, UNSTABLE, REELING FROM

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AND FERTILIZER COSTS, UNCERTAIN OVER FUTURE US POLICY. 

GREEN GIVES RELATIVELY HEAVY TREATMENT TO SVN. 

OBSERVES THAT VC AND NVN FORCES ARE STRONGER NOW 
THAN AT ANY TIME DURING WAR; CITES RECENT TRAVELER 
IN SVN SAYING THAT SITUATION THERE HAD "SERIOUSLY 
DETERIORATED" FROM A YEAR AGO. AND SVN ALSO HAS 
PROBLEM OF INFLATION AND CORRUPTION. CORRUPTION, 

LONG A PROBLEM, IS EMERGING AS A THREAT - REMOTE AT

CHANCES FOR ENTRY INTO COUNTRY. EMBASSY SENT YOUNG 
POLITICAL OFFICER TO AIRPORT AND, DESPITE DELAY, 

WALD AND COMPANIONS WERE ADMITTED THOUGH THEIR PASSPORTS 

HAD ATTACHED A WARNING NOT TO ENGAGE IN OTHER THAN 
"TOURIST ACTIVITIES." FACT THAT WALD WAS INTENT ON 
DELIVERING PETITION, NOT CREATING AN INTERNATIONAL 
INCIDENT BY GOADING PARK GOVT WITH PRESS CONFERENCE, 
IMPRESSED AMEMBASSY, ONE OFFICIAL SAYING.’T THOUGHT 
HE WAS A GUY BEING USED, BUT THERE'S A STREAK OF 
STEEL IN THAT MAN." DETAILS WALD VISIT WITH KIM DAE 
JUNG, WHO TOLD WALD THAT HIS VISIT WAS A SOURCE OF 
ENCOURAGEMENT TO MANY KOREANS. 

CHINA 

16. FROM HK, NYT'S LELYVELD REPORTS ON APPARENT "IDLING" 

OF IDEOLOGICAL CAMPAIGN IN CHINA. NOTES THAT CAMPAIGN 
HAS BEEN OVERTAKEN BY APPEALS FOR REVOLUTIONARY UNITY 
AND LABOR DISCIPLINE, THOUGH RITUALISTIC REFERENCES 
STILL MADE TO CONFUCIUS AND LIN PIAO. FOR SIX WEEKS 
NOW LITTLE HEARD ABOUT NEED FOR REVOLUTIONARY MASS 
CRITICISM AND STRUGGLE AS PARTY OFFICIALS, WHO EARLIER 
SEEMED TO BETAKINGTHE BRUNT OF ATTACKS, ARE NOW 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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EXHORTED TO EXERT THEIR AUTHORITY. LELYVELD CITES 
RECENT SZECHUAN BROADCAST CALLING ON "LEADING COMRADES 
AT ALL LEVELS" TO CONDUCT THEMSLEVES "BOTH AS COMMANDERS 
AS FIGHTERS." CITES ALSO SINKIANG BROADCAST WHICH 
LAST WEEK SPOKE OF "ERRONEOUS TENDENCIES APPEARING 
IN THE MASS MOVEMENT"; SAYS TWO MONTHS AGO SUCH ASSERTION 
WOULD HAVE BEEN BRANDED AS REVISIONISM. ATTRIBUTES 
ABRUPT CHANGE TO PEKING LEADERSHIP CONCERN OVER DISRUPTIONS 
IN INDUSTRIAL CENTERS; WEAK LINKS WERE ACKNOWLEDGED 
IN PRESS AND THERE WERE INDICATIONS OF COAL SHORTAGES 
IN SOME PLACES. STALWART WORKERS WERE PRAISED FOR 
STAYING AT PRODUCTION POSTS - AN APPARENT HINT THAT 
OTHER WORKERS WERE REMISS. 

LELYVELD REPORTS FEW ANALYSTS WILLING TO HAZARD JUDGMENT 
THAT THE IDEOLOGICAL CAMPAIGN HAS BEEN ABORTED, HOWEVER, 
SINCE THERE ARE NO INDICATIONS OF RESOLUTION OF 
UNDERLYING POLITICAL TENSIONS. LELYVELD ADVANCES

OFFICIAL PEACE MEANS TO S VIETS. SAIGON AND COMMUNIST 

FORCES STILL BATTLE OVER REAL ESTATE AND FOR LOYALTIES 
OF BLOODIED INHABITANTS. LEVEL OF FIGHTING HAS 
RISEN TO POINT WHERE ABOUT 1300 S VIET TROOPS HAVE 
BEEN KILLED MONTHLY SINCE APRIL - ABOUT THE AVERAGE 
FOR 1969 AND 1971. ADDING TO DEPRESSING FAMILIARITY

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VIETS WERE AWARE THAT OTTAWA INTENDED TO ESTABLISH 
DIPLOMATIC TIES WITH SAIGON. KISSINGER
